Storms Within 


Sight of Kiey

LONDON, Thursday, Sept. 23. 
(™—The Red Army § stormed 
down a railroad toward Kiev to 
capture the village of Lyeski, 18 
miles from Russia's fourth largest 
city, Mostow announced today, as 
the towers of Kiev, high on the 
benks of the Dnieper river, loom- 
ed in Soviet gunsights. 

Far to the north, in one of the 
bitterest battles of the summer, 
Soviet forces captured Demidov, 
42 miles northwest of Smolensk 
and only 21 miles from the bor- 
der of White Russia. Premier 
Stalin issued an order of the day 
to commemorate the victory, say- 
ing the German defenses fell 
Tuesday after a 48-hour fight. 


The Germans launched 12 


counterattacks in their desperate | 
attempt to hold Demidov, said the, 


communique, 
recorded by the Soviet monitor, 
but they could not hold out 
against the Soviet attack and one 
Navi division was routed. 

More than 8.000 Germans fell 
in the fight, 300 prisoners were 
taken and large quantities of war 
material were seized by the Rus- 
sians, it was declared. 

In another area of this sector 
one German battalion was com- 
nietely wiped out and another 
regiment routed, leaving 25 field 
guns and other material behind. 

Other Soviet spearheads were 
last reported 18 miles from Smo- 
lensk, once Hitler's headquarters 
the east, where the Germans 
appeared to be fighting as desper- 
ately as anywhere in Russia. 

In general advances of up to 
12 and 15 miles in some sectors, 
the Russians won back 864 ham- 
lets and villages, moved in to 
within five miles of the middle 
Dnieper river at one point and 
peeled German protective layers 
from Dnepropetrovsk, Zaporzhe 
and Gome!. 

Far to the south, the Nazis 
backed up to the Kerch strait in 
their last foothold in the Cauca- 
sus, already doomed by other So- 
viet gains. The communique an- 
nounced the capture of Anapa, 
one of the last few evacuation

Williams, a nationally known newspaper man, secured | 
the story through news sources developed by himself. The 
world beat was one of a number of “first” news stories ob- 
tained by Williams over a long period of years in the news- 


paper profession. 


Plans of the American general in charge of operations 
against Italy called for the attack on the capital city in the 
event Italians welched on their surrender agreements be- 
cause of pressure from German authorities, or for any other 


reason. 


The Associated Press in a story on the Churchill dis- 
closure yesterday, said the prime minister gave the United 
Nations a lot of good war news in his address, but that he 
“broke the hearts of a lot of war correspondents” by giving 
the public facts censors had forbidden them to disclose. 

The Constitution’s copyrighted article on the subject, 
written by Williams, said the American general planned to 
send his paratroop attackers into Rome with a great air 
armada, planes for which already were assembled at Af- 
rican airports. The attacking troops were to seize control of 
Rome and hold the citv until the arrival of other American 


forces. 


When Italian General Badoglio came through with his 
announcement of acceptance of the surrender terms, how- 
ever, the American attack plans were withheld and the war 


took a different course.

Green referred to “a terrible 
beating” he said labor was taking 
in public opinion because of iso- 
lated strikes, and defended his 
own AFL workers of whom he 
said 99.9 per cent “religiously 
kept” the no-strike pledge made 
to President Roosevelt. 

“The no-strike record of Ameri- 
can workers during this war is 
better than that of labor in any 
other free country in the world 
. +. he said. 

“Labor is suffering under no 
illusion despite recent victories in 
Sicily, Italy and in the Pacific. 
We have a hard task to perform. 
We are approaching the real test. 

Labor Works, Fights 

“Labor is ready to work and 
to fight harder and to provide 
the soldiers with all the things 
they need to defeat the enemy.” 

Green said the Legion and or- 
ganized labor could be proud” of 
the nation’s record on the fighting 
fronts. 

“There are more than two mil- 
lion union members now serving 
in the armed forces of our coun- 
try,” he declared.

City’s Bond Drive Leaders Call 
For New Effort as Buying Lags 


By PAUL WARWICK, 
Greater Atlanta now is strug- 
gling to overcome an wunaccus- 
tomed lags in war bond purchases 
and leaders have issued desperate 
appeals to all citizens for full par- 


ticipation in the Third War Loan. 

“Atlanta is not used to march- 
ing in the rear of any procession,” 
said Mayor Hartsfield, “and we 
must dig down deep and do our 
share in this vital war loan.” 

“In the matter of time,” said 
Charles J. Currie, chairman of 
the drive for Fulton and DeKalb 
counties, “we already have used 
up 63 per cent of the time of the 
drive—and our two counties have 
not yet made 50 per cent of the 
purchases expected of us.” 

Mayor Pleads. 

Currie’s statement was based on 
a report made late yesterday by 
the Federal Reserve Bank of At- 
lanta, which showed that the two 
counties in the Greater Atlanta 
area had bought only $32,515,000 
worth of bonds on a quota of 
$65,000,000. The campaign began 
September 9 and ends Septem- 
ber 30. 

“The money is here,” said the 
mayor, “and people simply must 
wake up to the necessity of mak- 
ing this investment—and making 
it now. This war isn’t won yet;

“We can’t let our boys in the 
armed forces down—and it is go- 
ing to take the full co-operation 
of every man, woman and child 
to put this job over the top in 
true Atlanta style,” 

The state of Georgia as a whole 
also ‘was behind the national per- 
centages, according to reports, with 
only $66,254,000 in sales so far 
against a total of $137,000,000 to 
be sold Between now and the end 
of the month.

“There is much accumulated 
money on hand now in our gov- 
ernmental subdivisions, which 
cannot be used on construction 
and other improvements because 
of war conditions. It is both wise 
and patriotic to place this money 
in war bonds, where it can help 
speed the end of the conflict and 
also serve as a financial bulwark 
against fuutre needs,” the mes- 
sage said,

No Japs Came

Soldiers never get good enough 
to work themselves out of a job, 
but ah antiaircraft unit did the 
next best thing, according to Ser- 
geant Doug Avey, of Atlanta, and 
Sergeant Alvin Moseley, of Stock- 
bridge. 

. The gunners in their outfit were 
so accurate that they went from 
shooting down Jap planes to 
dodging bombs from high-altitude 
planes, they reported. It was a 
case of getting to a slit trench and 
staying there, the soldiers report- 
ed on their first trip home in 18 
months. 

The antiaircraft unit, which in- 
“cluded many Georgians and At- 
lantans, took two months to teach 
Jap pilots -not to come near the 
airport near Port Moresby, New 
Guinea, where the Japs had been 
having a fine time strafing planes 
and personnel. 

“Two Zeros followed a B-25 
close to the field one day about 
two months after we got there,” 
Sergeant Avey said. “The gunners 
got both of them. And that was 
the last time they had a chance 
to do any shooting. The Japs real- 
ly got wise and cautious.” 

The AA batteries stopped the 
strafing which had been doing 
more damage than bombing, the 
sergeants said. “But our guns 
couldn’t reach the high-altitude 
bombers and we got bombed 
morning, noon and night from 
then on,” they said. 

They reported there were few 
casualties among the Georgians 
and none among Atlantans when 
they left to return for aviation 
cadet training. It was different 
among the Japs, the American 
guns being credited with knocking 
down 15 planes and getting 18 
“probables.” 

Living conditions were tough at 
the start, the Georgians said, but 
now it’s much better and there are 
furloughs to Australia, instead of 
to the United States. 

Among the Atlantans with the 
unit are Captain Gerald Graham, 
Lieutenant Jack Shaw, Lieutenant 
Don Mees, Paul Lawhon, Bob Jol- 
ly and Lee Johnson. 

In trying to name the Atlan- 
tans, Sergeant Moseley mentioned 
that it was hard to keep up with 
people over there. “One of my 
best friends, Charlie Hazlewig, of 
Decatur, was stationed two miles 
away for six months before I 
knew it,” he safd.

That will be the objective of 
Democratic Leader Barkley, Ken- 
tucky, and Chairman Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, when the For- 


eign Relations Committee begins. 


drafting a statement. 

In the end, this may result in a 
compromise proposa] doing little 
more than recasting into different 
language the Fulbright “lasting 
peace” resolution which swept 
through the house on a 360-to-29 
vote. 

The Fulbright proposal would 
put congress on record as “favor- 
ing the creation of appropriate in- 
ternational machinery with pow- 
er adequate to establish and to 
maintain a just and lasting peace 
among the nations of the world, 
and as favoring participation by 
the United States therein, through 
its constitutiona) processes.” 

This declaration is not accepta- 
ble to backers of the Ball-Burton- 
Hill-Hatch resolution which would 
pledge to preserve the peace by 
military force. It is also unsatis- 
factory to those like Senator Van- 
denberg, Republican, Michigan, 
who want American participation 
in world affairs to have constitu- 
tional and sovereignty limitations. 

House approval of the Fulbright 
measure won enthusiastic  ap- 
plause today from Secretary of 
State Hull, who believed the ac- 
tion reflected “the determination 
of the people of the United States 


Gloomily forecasting new aerial 
blows against the Japanese home- 
land the broadcast said Premier 
Hideki Tojo announced that the 
Japanese government had decided 
to prepare “for the moving of gov- 
ernment departments, industrial 
establishments and the civilian 
population” from Japan’s major 
cities “in the interest of improv- 
ing their defense.” 

Special emphasis was laid on 
antiaircraft defenses particularly 
the “air protection in industria 
areas.” . 

Tojo warned the Japanese peo- 
ple that a “time of emergency” 
was at hand and declared that 
far-reaching measures were re- 
quired to strengthen the empire’s 
home front “in view of the serious 
war situation.” 

Stinging Japanese defeats in the 
Aleutians, the Solomon islands 
and New Guinea, coupled with a 
serious depletion of Japan’s air 
power and shipping, were believ- 
ed to have prompted the series of 
drastic measures. 

Aside from the evacuation of 
Japanese cities, the program ap- 
proved by the Tojo cabinet in an | 
all-day session yesterday called 
for: 

1. Total mobilization of the ci- 
vilian population. 

2. Abolishment of age limits to 
make all persons liable for na- 
tional service. Mobilization of 
students will no longer be de- 
ferred and the “employment of 
woman labor will be extended.” 

3. Strengthening of government 
control over all industry. 

4. “Strict self-sufficiency of Ja- 
pan and Manchukuo as regards 
food must under all circumstances 
be assured.” (This apparently 
was a reference to Japan's short- 
age of shipping.) 

5. Centralization of 
land and water. 

6. “The nation’s entire strength 
must be concentrated on- the 
armaments industry, especially on 
the strengthening of the Japanese 
air force.” . 

7. “Plans for a thorough-going 
consolidation of defenses of the 
Japanese motherland must be 
drawn up without delay.” (This 
seemed to indicate fears of an ac- 
tual invasion of Japan itself.) 

8. Cancellation of all holidays, 

9. Simplification of all govern- 
ment machinery and industry and 
cancellation of all administrative 
activity “deemed unnecessary for 
the conduct of the war.” 

“The Japanese nation in all its 
classes.and professions must fully 
understand the seriousness of the 
present internal and external sit- 
uation and must be inspired by 
an unbending will to victory,” the 
announcement said.

German blunders, RAF’s Spunk 


Now Revealed as Saving Britain 


By GLADWIN HILL. 


LONDON, Thursday, Sept. 23.— 
(P)—The Germans definitely 
planned the first aerial assault on 
London three years ago this month 
to set off the invasion of Britain. 

The RAF, which had the major 
task of breaking up the attack, 


was outnumbered more than four- 
to-one by the German Air Force’s 
3,450 planes. 


Now, as England is marking the 
third anniversary of the epochal 
Battle of Britain, it is possible for 
the first time to divulge some 
behind-the-scenes facts of the

struggle which could only .be 
chronicled at the time. 

The Germans were always 
known to have planned to invade 
England eventually, but it never 
previously was disclosed how im- 
minent the invasion was or by 
what a close margin it was 
thwarted. 

The-sources of this information 
cannot be specified, but the data 
is authentic. 

2,500 Barges Ready. 

The invasion—for which 2,500 
barges were massed at ports 
across the English channel and in 
the North Sea during the attack 
on London—was to have been the 
climax of a five-week program 
culminating in mid-September. 

The planned preliminary steps 
were to have been the knocking 
out of the RAF and then the 
bombing of London to shatter the 
will and ability to resist the in- 
vasion. 

If the invasion had been launch- 
ed in June, 1940, right after the 
collapse of France, it might have 
succeeded. Here is how desper- 
ate Britain’s air situation was: 

After Dunkirk the RAF had 
only three squadrons that hadn’t 
been in action on the continent. 
It was using squadrons of De- 
fiants, with the World War I gun- 
ner-behind-the-pilot arrangement, 
and a squadron of obsolete Gladia- 
tor biplanes. The fighter com- 
mand had to borrow pilots from 
the coastal and bomber com- 
mands, and even from the fleet 
air arm. RAF flying fields were 
being, guarded with 20-mm can- 
non awaiting installation in planes. 

The force that battled back 400 
German planes on September 15, 
1940, and 850 on September 27 
amounted to only 29 squadrons— 
less than 350 planes—some of 
which fought three times in a 
day. 

RAF’S Big Assets. 

The RAF’s big assets, besides 
courage, were a radio location sys- 
tem, an unsurpassed operational 
System, and the Germans’ se- 
quence of mistakes. Here is how 
the experts summarized it for the 
first time today: 

The Germans counted on dive- 
bombing, but the evasive tactics 
which saved the Stukas in Spain 
didn’t work in Britain. Against 
attack, their bombers didn’t have 
enough armor. The failure forced 
the Germans into high-level, day- 
light pattern bombing in which 
they didn’t believe and which 
proved too vulnerable to disrup- 
tion. 

This indicates why the British 
originally were bearish about the 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberator high-altitude, daylight 
precision bombing, which subse- 
quently proved not to have the 
same weaknesses. 


Rigid Schedule. 


The rigid five-week invasion 
schedule, geared to the tides and 
the weather, forced the Germans 
to stop bombing the coast just 
when it was having some effect. 
They then went after the airfields, 
and again left them, just when 
they were making some inroads, 
to go after London. 

Vital railroad communications 
to the capital were just begin- 
ning to sustain heavy damage 
when the Germans shifted to scat- 
ter-bombing. They hoped in this 
way to demolish the city, arouse 
the people against the government 
and classes against each other, 
and provoke a demand for reprisal 
bombing of Berlin, which would 
divert the RAF. 

Actually, scatter-bombing on the 
scale they employed (before the 
winter night blitz) would have 
taken years to destroy a city such 
as London. 

Britons Solidified. 

By subjecting all: groups of cit- 
iIzens to the same hazards, the 
Nazis actually brought all classes 
together behind the government, 
and the natural clamor for bomb- 
ing Berlin was wisely ignored by 
the RAF.

In acceding to this ruling, Huiet 
said he wished to close the posi- 
tion officially on September 30, 
due to certain planned work which 
would entail considerable loss to 
the department if it were closed 
before that time. 

Governor Arnall’s comments on 
“so much money” being paid to 
jobless now were made in a letter 
to Huiet. In this letter, Arnall 
quoted an outstanding physician 
as stating he had had persons de- 
cline jobs with him and then get 
notice they had applied for un- 
employment compensation.

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Marshall To Command 

The report, apparently true, that General 
George C. Marshall is to be given world-wide 
field command of all Anglo-American forces 
comes as overwhelming refutation of accusa- 
tions on the floor of the congress that the 
Americah chief-of-staff was to be “kicked up- 
stairs,” in order to satisfy alleged British dis- 
satisfaction. | 

Of course such a charge was utterly ill- 
founded and illogical. However, 
development is doubly gratifying in that it 
emphatically proves there never has been any 
breach, in the field of battle direction, between 
ourselves and our closest ally, Great Britain. 

Approval of the appointment by the British 
war cabinet is confidently expected. President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill are 
reported to have chosen Marshall for this, the 
most important war assignment in the history 
of the world, at the Quebec conference. 

That Marshall is fully qualified for the 
terrific responsibility no one doubts. His stature 
as a commander probably surpasses that of any 
man in the world today. That is, including 
both the United Nations and the Axis. 

Of all the angles to such an appointment, 
however, the most significant is the British 
contribution to unity of all Allied forces. It is 
an epochal occurrence ‘when Britain consents 
to place all her fighting forces, sea, air and 
land, under the complete control of a non- 
British commander. 

This is especially significant in respect to 
the British fleet. For centuries her navy has 
been the supreme pride of Britain and of every 
Britisher. They have relied on the navy to 
assure victory in any conflict. One of the prime 
reasons, if not the only one, for British confi- 
dence durine the dark days which followed 
Dunkirk, was the feeling that, somehow, the 
British Navy could and would protect the tight 
little island. 

During the first World War Marshal Foch 

was given command of all Allied forces on 
land, on the western front. But, even then, 
the British retained full command of their 
fleets. 
--_In the early days of this war, before France 
was conquered, the British were willing to place 
their forces in France under a French leader. 
But they insisted on control of the Allied naval 
forces, including the French, in return, 

Now, with the crucial stages of the world 
conflict rapidly drawing near, nothing could 
so forcefully demonstrate the unity of thought 
and operation between the two great English- 
speaking nations than British willingness to 
turn over their navy, as well as their land 
forces, to the direction of an American general 
in supreme command. 

That is, of course, if the British war cabi- 
net does give its approval, which, as stated, 
is accepted as a foregone conclusion both in 
Washington and London.

Illegal Liquor 

Legal liquor is scarce and high-priced; 
nevertheless there are plenty of people who 
want their liquor and are determined to have 
it. This situation just suits the bootlegging 
fraternity and apparently they are taking full 
advantage of it. All the signs of widespread 
illicit liquor operations are breaking out—high- 
jacked loads of legal liquor, after-hour sales 
in some states, pure stocks being rebottled 
illegally and liberally cut with water and 
seasoned with tobacco juice, inexpensive port- 
able stills coming into common use, and ap- 
pearance of “white mule” in certain sections 
of the south. It is all on a small scale so far, 
but fully up to the pattern of prohibition times 
with the exception of bath tub gin and home 
brewing; but that is just in the offing in the 
opinion of enforcement officers and the legal 
liquor interests. 

O. H. Martinsen, New York distillery execu- 
tive, said: “A serious illicit liquor situation is 
on the verge of breaking out in the nation, If 
sugar rationing is eased illegal liquor interests 
are bound to swoop in and take advantage of 
it.” 

“The enormous margin of tax profits saved 
by non-licensed illicit distillers and bootleggers 
acts as a come-on for the traffic; added to this 
is the lifting of the ban on re-filling used 
bottles,” declared another liquor executive. 

The law enforcement setup of the nation is 
immeasurably better than it was back in the 
prohibition era, so while we may anticipate 
considerable activity on the part of the “alki 
cookers” and bootleggers, there is small chance 
the nation will be subjected to the flood of 
doctored liquor and crime that occurred back 
in the days of “the noble experiment.”

PSYCHIATRIC REJECTIONS WASHINGTON, Sept. 22— 


uch of the present man- 
power muddle in relation to Army plans for drafting fathers may 
be attributed to two factors: (1) The work of the psychiatrists in 
rejecting an inordinate number of would-be selectees because of 
minor nervous conditions, and (2) the influ- 
ence of various pressure groups in objecting to 

the use of Negro troops as labor battalions. 
Between these two factors lies much or most 
of the problem. But for them there would be 

less of a demand for drafting fathers. 

Selective service officials complain that the 
psychiatrists are placing entirely too much em- 
phasis on nervous disorders found in selectees. 
Whether this is the fault of the specialists as 
a professional group or the Army itself is not 
known, but the fact remains that a very con- 
siderable number of younger men are being 
turned down for Army service because of some 

slight nervous condition. ; 
ee For the country at large, the number of 
such rejections made by the psychiatrists is running at about 23 
per cent of the total acceptances. In the last war only 5.1 per cent 
of those coming under the draft were rejected for similar causes. 
On the surface, it appears that the psychiatrists are leaning over 
backwards in an effort to a¥pid a repetition of the conditions which 
we found after the last war.” Many or most of the veterans’ benefit 
cases which the government had to support as a result of World 
War I casualties were attributed to “shell shock” or other forms 


of nervous disorder. 
MAY GO TOO FAR When we began building up the present 
Army under the selective service sys- 
tem the psychiatrists sought to eliminate that future load on the 
government by weeding out the nerve cases in the beginning. It 
was a scientific step in the right direction. The only trouble is, it 
is believed, that the psychiatrists are carrying the theory too far. 
A common complaint heard among selective service officials is 
that the doctor specialists, who sit in at every induction center, 
are guided too much by theory and not enough by practical sense. 
Some rather extraordinary cases are cited in proof of the 
charge. There is, for example, the case of a soidier who was turned 
down twice by the psychiatrists as unsuited for the nervous strain 
of combat service. He finally got in by appealing over their heads 
and has since been decorated twice for bravery in action. 
Another case involved one of the psychiatrists themselves. After 
turning down a number of draftees as urffit for service, he finally 
got in the Army himself and in time was assigned to duty in the 
South Pacific. In his first combat experience he went completely 
to pieces. It fell to the lot of one of the men he had formerly 
rejected to bring him back safely from the front lines. 
Sélective service headquarters here has the record on both cases. 


Others they have are equally interesting. 
FEW HAVE COMBAT EXPERIENCE One fault with the 
| psychiatrists, offi- 


cials here believe, is that too few of them have had combat service. 
Unofficial estimates are that not more than one in one hundred of 
those now assigned to induction centers has seen action under fire. 
The result is too much theory. : 

To correct this, informal proposals have been made for the 
assignment of a board of veterans at each induction center to pass 
on every case turned down by the psychiatrists. These veterans of 
the battle front, it is argued, would be more able to judge of a 
man’s fitness for combat duty than a mere theorist. 

As regards the colored troop situation, there are said to be some 
500,000 of these lying around Army camps of the country doing 
little or nothing because they are not being used for actual com- 
bat service. Our overseas commanders do not want to use them 
for front-line operations, and various pressure groups, consisting of 
left-wing political organizations, object to them being used ex- 
clusively as labor battalions. 

Tie pressure organizations have insisted that the colored troops 
be not used as labor outfits in excess of their ratio to the whites, 
which is roughly 10 per cent. Thus far they have been able to 
bring enough influence to bear, it is said, to prevent their use ex- 
clusively in labor battalions. They are supposed to be receiving 
just enough preliminary training to keep them occupied. 


POLITICAL FEARS Because of the political implications of 


the question no one in congress thus 
far has seen fit to discuss the matter openly. It is expected to come 
out into the open in time, however. 

If the colored troops could be employed in the manner in which 
our Army commanders think they are best suited for service, and 
if the psychiatrists were less finicky in their requirements for men 
free of any trace of nervous disorder, then the whole manpower 
problem would be greatly simplified. Much less of a demand would 


exist for drafting fathers. 


CREAM ALREADY TAKEN In mitigation of the present 
muddle which the psychiatrists 


have contributed to, however, there is this much to be said. .We 
are now scraping the bottom of the manpower barrel, and naturally 
the cream of the crop has already been skimmed off. It is to be 
expected that a larger number of rejections will appear now than 
in the beginning. 

Still it seems possible to improve the situation by having the 
psychiatrists adopt a less stringent policy and dealing with the 


colored troop problem in a more practical way.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22. 
ay I assume you know 
a that the draft appeal 
- board has revoked the 
latest deferment of Second-Front 
Joe Curran, the fair-weather sail- 
or, who went to sea for a vacation 
cruise after the Navy had brought 
the submarines under control to 
the extent that the Germans were 
losing submarines faster than the 
U-boats were sinking cargo ves- 
sels. Curran has been placed in 
1-A and theoretically is due to be 
drafted as soon as he returns from 
his vacation. Comrade Curran is 
president of the National Maritime 
Union, which is a political protege 
of the New Deal, and he has been 
an uncommonly bloodthirsty advo- 
cate of an assault by American 
men on the channel coast of 
France. Nevertheless, he has been 
extremely bashful about military 
service himself and hesitated to 
sail not only until the submarines 
had been suppressed, perhaps only 
temporarily, as Colonel Frank 
Knox ominously suggests, but 
until there was a minium risk of 
“adverse weather conditions” as 
his union phrased it in an official 
press release announcing his mis- 
sion. 

Although Comrade Curran has 
been reclassified, it need not be 
assumed that he will see military 
service. He enjoys high political 
privilege like Harry Bridges, the 
alien Communist enemy of the 
American government, and _ the 
wife of Earl Browder, leader of 
the Communist conspiracy against 
the United States; and doubtless 
he will be allowed delays until his 
thirty-eighth birthday and he 
seems absolutely safe. Bridges 
and Mrs. Browder both are under 
orders of deportation but have not 
been disturbed and will not be, al- 
though there is plenty of transpor- 
tation to return them to Austra- 
lia and Russia, respectively. 

° In connection 
Knew His with Curran’s 
Destination mission, which is 
the business of 
his sector of the anti-American 
Communist front in Russia, Brit- 
ain and Africa, the interesting 
point is raised that, somehow, he 
had been allowed to learn the des- 
tination of his vessel. The desti- 
nations of all American ships in 
these times are absolutely secret 
and not even the master knows 
where he is bound until the con- 
voy is made up and all hands are 
on board. There follows then a 
conference of the captains and the 
commander of the convoy and, 
theoretically, no other person 
knows until the ship has cleared 
the barbor whether she is going to 
the South Pacific, the west coast 
or Europe. 

Curran,- however, appears to 
have had secret information, the 
possession of which by a vacation 
sailor suggests a dangerous leak 
which might account for the loss 
of vessels and lives in times past, 
especially if such a leak existed 
before Hitler attacked Russia 
when the National Maritime Un- 
ion and Comrade Curran were do- 
ing their utmost to defeat Britain 
and assure the triumph of the 
Nazis in the war. 

Proving that Curran did have 
such information the union in- 
formed his draft board that he 
“shipped on the first vessel which, 
we felt, would call at the ports 
where first-hand observation could 
‘tbe made” of certain conditions 
which the union wanted to inves- 
tigate. This letter to the draft 
board also admits that his pur- 
pose “was not to ship out as a 
seaman but to carry out a policy” 
of the MMU, which is a part of 
the Communist front and is cam- 
paigning now to place the Com- 
munists in control of shipping and 
loading on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts.

The end of it was that Brother 
Parkins was set on the beach along 
with “three or four other fellows 
in the same position” and his clos- 
ing remarks to the comrades were:

ONE WORD MORE

THE ARMY AND NAVY ASK FOR MEN As congress con- 


siders the ques 

tion of selective service of fathers, it is important to remember that 

the Army and Navy aren’t asking for fathers—they are asking for 

men, 1,221,000 of them—by January 1. Of that number only about 
500,000 will be fathers. 

Badly handled, the question of drafting fathers has become 

fixed in many minds as a direct search for 

fathers. It isn’t this and never has been that. 


To the Army and Navy the question is 
purely a mathematical one. Not personal. 


As a matter of fact, the Army already has 
1,500,000 husbands and of the lot an approxi- 
mate 700,000 are fathers. The Navy lists 
545,976 married men, of whom 161,252 have 
children. 

It isn’t as if—as Senator Wheeler and others 
seem to want the people to believe—there were 
no fathers in the military service. It isn’t that 
the Army and Navy want fathers. 

They simply say to General Lewis B. 
Hershey, national director, that between now 
and January 1 the forces will need 1,221,000 
men for Army, Navy, Coast Guard and Marine 
we ~ services. 

pon receipt of this order, Gen 

looked at his lists. : rn 

He discovered that unless he drafted some fathers he would be 
short 446,000 men. That meant he would have to go into the list 
of fathers. It means he will take, not all fathers, but about one 
in each 12—all between the ages of 18 and 38. 

Fathers were drafted in the last World War. . 

So, when General George C. Marshall told congress he hoped 
it would not interfere with the workings of selective service, he was 
not speaking against the fathers of the nation. He was saying the 
Army and Navy needed almost a million and a half men between 
now and January 1 and to please not prevent the Army from 
building up its desired strength. 


SINGLE MEN IN WAR PLANTS ‘Selective service is vul- 
° nerable in one respect, 
but it does not make a material difference. Selective service has 
allowed single men, between the ages of 18 and 38, to remain in 
war plants. This was done because of the insistence of plant man- 
agers that production would be slowed if these men were taken. 
This is important only from a public relations viewpoint. There 


are not enough of them to relieve the pressure on fathers. If all 


the single men were taken there still would have to be a draft 
of fathers. 

There are charges that because war plants operate on a cost- 
plus basis that many plants overstaff, because the more money is 
spent for wages the higher are the plants’ profits. This charge is 
made most often by Senator Rufus C. Holman, Republican, from 
Oregdn. 

War Manpower Commission chairman, Paul McNutt, admits that 
manpower is not properly distributed and not properly used, but 
would not agree entirely with Senator Holman. 


MEN OVER 38 The Army has released some 290,000 men 

over 38 years of age and is in the process of 

releasing others. They are released only if they go into war plants. 

Asked why they were released, the Army replied briefly, and 

somewhat painfully in so far as the man of 38 and 40 is concerned, 

that they were being turned out because they weren’t of any help 
to the Army. 

Asked why they couldn’t guard war plants and so on, the Army 
replied that no combat troops did that sort of work and that for 
what guard duty the Army had there were plenty of men under 
38 not in physical condition to do anything else except guard duty.

tions asked in the past week by tele- 
phone and mail. The question of the 100,000 boys who each month 
become 18 years of age was submitted. 

The Army said there wasn’t that many available. About 20,000 
of those who become 18 years old each month go into the Navy 
when they are 17. The Navy takes only those who are mature at 
that age. Not every 17-year-old who tries gets into the Navy. 

Then an approximate 13,000 each month are ruled out because 
they are farm boys. Since they are farm boys there is no ques- 
tion about them being farm workers. 

Physical disabilities keep out several thousand more. So, the 
Army has about 50,000 each month from which to choose. 

The Army now takes illiterates. 

The Army now takes men with venereal disease,.unless they 
have syphilis to a degree that cannot be treated. Have no fear 
your boy will be in contact with them. All venereals are kept to 
themselves until cured, 


THE STATISTICS On September 1 the total Army personnel 

was, as reported in the hearings at Wash- 
ton, 7,300,000 men and women. On December 31 the Army will 
have 7,700,000. Of that number 100,000 will be women—WACS 
and nurses. 

To raise the number from 7,300,000 to 7,700,000—an increase of 
400,000—the Army will induct 700,000 during September, October, 
November and December, because it requires 75,000 a month just 
to stay even. Of the 700,000 to be enrolled during the four 
months of the year, 630,000 are to be men and 70,000 women. 

The biggest group in the Army is the ground striking force, 
which will have 3,118,000 at the end of the year. The second group 
is the air forces, who will have 2,800,000. Overseas at the present 
are 2,000,000 men. By December 31, that number will be 2,500,000. 
In 1944, the Army will have 5,000,000 overseas and 2,700,000 in 
this country. 

The Navy will add 533,000 men before December 31, bringing 
its strength up to 3,009,581. The total in the Army and Navy by 
the end of this year thus will be 10,709,581. 

We can’t delay. More lives will be saved by building strength 
than not. It’s difficult, but the position of the Army and Navy is

In a little resort town in the mountains, the corner drugstore 
employs girls to jerk soda and wait on tables. Since the price of 
drinks and flavored goo is fixed by small-town standards and compe- 
tition, the drugstore can’t pay big wages, but it conforms to govern- 
ment requirements. 

Less than five miles away there is a government institution 
which also employs girl soda jerkers, but doesn’t have to make a 
profit in order to live. It pays beginners just twice as much as the 
drugstore can pay. 

This seems a small matter, and no concern of yours, but un- 
fortunately it is typical and therefore of vital importance to every 
person who has a business, a farm, a peacetime job, insurance, 
bonds, or anything else he would hate to lose. } 

Unskilled workers in war plants—boys and girls, men and women 
—are paid $214 a month during a six-week training period, and then 
paid from $62.30 to $71.69 a week, depending on the shift. A job 
that every soldier must learn pays the factory worker from $4,700 
to $8,741 a year. Janitors and sweepers get $60 a week. Dish- 
washers get $250 a month, plus board and room. In one plant the 
average wage is $5,100 a year, plus a big Christmas bonus. 

The government sponsors these fabulous wages and then tells 
people not to spend money because it will cause inflation. It will 
indeed. Multiply only $20 of excess pay by only thirty million 
workers and you have $600,000,000 a week, or thirty-one billion, 
two hundred million a year. 

There is only one way out, and that is to go back and start 
over—purged of the idea that only soldiers should sacrifice. Mak- 
ing a privileged class of those unfit to fight is going to bust us wide 
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“Ah, autumn again—blue haze, falling leaves, and Mr. 
Foozil’s long underwear!”

Increased production of war- 
vital peanuts, the development of 
a new type of cotton, attention to 


roughages and hay foods for live- 
stock and publication of bulletins 
and pamphlets for the information 
of farmers were among accom- 
plishments of the Georgia Experi- 
ment Station, at Experiment, Ga., 
for the 1942-43 yearly period, a re- 
port of activities reveals. 

The report shows Georgians 
were requested to increase their 
peanut acreage for the year to 
1,376,000 acres, as compared to 
644,000 harvested the preceding 
year. Data on the operations of 
owners and tenants, in respect to 
the increase in production of pea- 
nuts is being summarized, the re- 
port said. 

During the year, the station 
gave serious study to a new va- 
riety of cotton, known as “Em- 
pire” cotton, and found that in 
various tests, particularly in north 
Georgia, it was an early develop- 
ing crop, topping several other 
varieties in the size of the boll and 
productivity. 

In connection with its experi- 
ments on livestock feeds, the sta- 
tion -learned sweet potato meal, 
fed dairy cattle, materially in- 
creased the milk yield of cows 
tested. Peanut hay, fed beef steers, 
showed cheapest gains in weight, 
and roughage of alfalfa hay, fed 
swine, topped other roughages in 
weight produced. The tests were 
based on percentage of daily gain. 


Watermelons. 

Crossing strains of Cuban 
Queen and Iowa Belle watermel- 
ons, the station found a new, wilt- 
resistant watermelon, suitable for 
Georgia production, and devoted 
quite a bit of its space to a recipe 
for the making of watermelon rind 
preserves. 

Seed producing the new melon 
were named Georgia Wilt Resist- 
ant, and have been placed with 
farmers, seed dealers, and others 
for distribution. Next season, some 
farmers plan to plant as much as 
10 acres. The report states the 
melon is not wilt wilt-proof. 

The station also experimented

with cantaloupes, in an effort to 
develop fruit that will conquer at- 
tacks of mildew. 

Sheep Raising 

The publication went into detail 
on sheep raising, stressing the im- 
portance of that form of livestock 
for wool and human food‘ con- 
sumption, and advised farmers on 
methods of breeding, treatment of 
parasites, and feeding. 

Under the department of agron- 
omy, the better methods of pro- 
ducing sustaining pastures for 
livestock were recommended. 

Among what might be .ermed 
the unusual items contained in the 
report were recommendations for 
treatment of diseases of musca- 
dine grapevines; the breeding of 
the lowly peanut; study of rot. at- 
tacking crotolaria, an important 
cover crop; experiment reports on 
efforts to trap curculios in cow- 
peas; studies of the confused flour 
beetle; and onion storage reports— 
one of them being the recommen- 
dation that onions be placed on 
wire screen racks, in well-ventilat- 
ed sweet potato houses by July 1. 

The reports also covered eco- 

nomics, animal industry, pasture 
investigations, botany, chemistry, 
entomology, home economics, 
changes in  staff—several staff 
members entered the armed serv- 
ices during the year—and projects 
slated for further experimenta- 
tion. . 
The experiment station is under 
the direction of the university 
system of the state, with H. P. 
Stuckey acting bg director.

Clark’s American and British 
troops of his Fifth Army fanned 
out steadily and cautiously north 
and northeast of Salerno.

East of Sa- 
lerno, only small rear guard de- 
tachments were encountered. 

Enemy Positions.

“The first phase of the Salerno 
battle now is definitely over,” the 
military spokesman said, “we 
have inflicted upon the enemy 
heavy losses in killed and captur- 
ed and in equipment. Many pris- 
oners have been taken who were 
Poles, Czechs and others impress- 
ed into Hitler’s army. This would 
appear to indicate a serious Ger- 
man manpower shortage. The ter- 
rain we now have entered is.more 
difficult than anything we en- 
countered in Tunisia or Sicily.” 

The frantic German demolitions 
in Naples and near by showed the 
enemy was well aware of the im- 
portance of the last mountain bar- 
rier he holds before the broad low- 
lands leading directly into Naples. 
Approaches to the city were heav- 
ily mined. The present fighting 
area was so rugged that Allied 
troops had to haul their heavy

My father is also the man who 
ran with Roosevelt in 1932. He 
ran for county assessor, was the 
only Democrat in the county who 
lost, and was probably the hap- 
piest man who listened to election 
returns that night.

My father is a very quiet man. 
He has never said a great deal 
to me all his life, and yet I feel 
that we have been very good 
friends. He never gave me much 
advice, or told me to do this or 
that, or not to.

Never*Shows Emotion. 

My father never shows much 
emotion. He has never seen a 
big league ball game. Yet my 
mother came home one afternoon

My father used to work as a 
hired hand way over or. the other 
side of the Wabash river.

At 
midnight he started the same 
process going home. Mother fig- 
ured he either loved her, or else

If my father doesn’t like people, 
he never says anything about it. 
If he does like people, he never 
says much about that either. He 
ic very even-tempered. If he has 
an enemy in this whole country, I 
have yet to hear about it. 

“He Is a G od Man.” 

He bought me a Ford roadster 
when I was about 16, and when I 
wrecked it a couple of weeks later, 
he never said a word. 

My father doesn’t swear or 
drink or smoke. He is honest, in 
letter anc. in spirit. He is a good 
man, without being at all repul- 
sive about it. He used to smoke 
cigars, but he quit the Fourth of 
July that Johnson fought Jeffries 
in Reno—I think it was 1908. The 
event didn’t have anything to do 
with it. His holiday cigar simply 
made him sicker than usual that 
day, so he quit. 

When my father was in Wash- 
ington, he kept butting his head 
against those big glass cases that 
hold exhibits in the Smithsonian 
Institution. The glass was pol- 
ished so clean he couldn’t see it. 
We all thought it was awfully 
funny. He got a splitting head- 
ache from it. 

We got our first automobile in 
1914. We kept it up in the north 
end of the wagon shed, right be- 
hind the wegon. At the south end 
of the wagon shed there was a big 
gravel pit. ° 

One day we came home from 
town, my mother and I got out at 
the house, and father went to put 
the car away. We saw him make 
the circle in the barnlot, and then 
drive into the north end of the 
shed, The next instant, the south 
end of the shed simply burst open, 
a wagon came leaping out, and 
with one great bound was over 
the cliff and down in the gravel 
pit. My father said he never did 
know exactly what happened.

His friend Haushofer, he stated, 
had told him that the wing com- 
mander was an Englishman who 
would understand his point of 
view. He had tried to arrange a 
meeting in Lisbon. He had three 
times before tried to fly to Dun- 
gavel, the first time being Decem- 
ber, 1940, but had been turned 
back by weather or various other 
reasons. 

He did not want to come dur- 
ing the British successes in Libya 
lest it should appear that it was 
the weakness of Germany which 
prompted his flight, but that now

He stressed that his presence, 
showed his sincerity and German 
willingness for peace.

Hess’ Solution. 

The solution Hess put forward 

was as follows: 


One—That Germany should be 
given a free hand in Europe. 


Two—That England should 
have a free hand in the British 
empire except that ex-German 
colonies should return to Ger- 
many. 

Three—That Russia should be 
included in Asia but that Ger- 
many had certain demands to 
make of Russia which would have 
to be satisfied either by negotia- 
There 
was, however, no truth in rumors 
that the Fuehrer contemplated an 
early attack on Russia. 


Four—That the British should 
evacuate Iraq. 

Five—The peace agreement 
would have to contain a provision 
for reciprocal indemnifiga@tion of 
British and German nationals 
whose property had been expro- 
priated as a result of the war. 

Six—The proposal could only 
be considered on the understand- 
ing that it was negotiated by Ger- 
many with an English government 
other than the present British 
government. Mr. Churchill, who 
had planned the war since 1936 
and his colleagues who had lent 
themselves to his war policy were 
not persons with whom the Fueh- 
rer would negotiate. 

Permanent Understanding. 

Hess concluded by emphasizing 
that the Fuehrer really wanted a 
permanent understanding with 
Great Britain on a basis which 
would preserve the British empire 
intact. His own flight was in- 
tended to give Great Britain a 
chance of opening conversations 
without loss of prestige. 

If this chance were to be re- 
jected it would be the Fuehrer's 
duty to destroy Great Britain ut- 
terly and to keep the country 
after war in a state of permanent 
subjection. 

These so-called “terms” were re- 
stated by Hess in a signed docu- 
ment dated June 10. The only 
new point in this document was 
a provision that a simultaneous 
armistice and peace must be con- 
cluded with Italy. 

It was throughout made clear 
to Hess that there was no ques- 
tion whatever of any talks or ne- 
gotiations of any kind taking 
place with Hitler or his govern- 
ment. 

Hess has been dealt with as a 
prisoner of war since his arrival 
in this country and will so con- 
tinue to be treated till the end 
of the war.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—“) 
The government's first subsidy to 
dairymen was disclosed on Capi- 
tol Hill tonight as Fred M. Vin- 
son, economic stabilization direc- 
tor, took over the job of arbitrat- 
ing a widespread milk price con 
troversy. 

Senator McKellar, Democrat, 
Tennessee, said Vinson told him 
a subsidy had been granted milk 
producers in the drouth-stricken 
Memphis area and that other 
sources said it would amount to 
50 cents per hundredweight— 
about equal to one cent a quart. 
Senator Easttand, Democrat, Mis- 
sissippi, said, however, the amount 
of the subsidy had not yet been 
set. 

Congressmen from the _ dairy 
states have demanded an increase 
in retail milk prices as the best 
means of averting a threatened 
shortage. But the Office of Price 
Administration h: spurned re- 
peated requests to boost its ceil- 
ing prices.

Carriers’ Goal 


Saturday, October 2, will have 
a two-fold purpose for the news- 
paper carriers of Atlanta and the 
rest of the south. 

First, they will collect their 
weekly,subscriptions of 20, 25 or 
30 cents. Then they will attempt 
to sell an average of $1 per sub- 
scriber in war stamps. 

Their total goal, according to J. 
M. Black, assistant chief of the 
Treasury Department’s newspaper 
division, will be at least eight mil- 
lion dollars. 

Black, speaking here at an 
emergency war conference of the 
Southern Circulation Managers’ 
Association, said the southern 
drive includes Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Tennessee. 

6 Million in Stamps. 


Saturday, October 2, will be 
National Newspaper Boy Day, 
Black said. Last year, the carriers 
reported the sale of 2,317,544 10- 
cent stamps, an average of 32 
cents per subscriber. 

Since Pearl Harbor, Black said, 
southern newsboys have sold $6,- 
391,474 worth of stamps. Georgia, 
he said, was at the tail-end with 
$676,384.

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U. S. Attorney Calls 


For Women Jurors 


Giving Georgia women the right to serve on juries is 


being advocated here by M, 


Neil Andrews, United States 


attorney, as a means of relieving the manpower shortage 
which he said was making it difficult to obtain enough quali- 


fied men for jury duty. 

Judges of the Atlanta circuit of 
superior court said they had no 
objection to his proposal, but.that 
it was a matter for the legislature 
rather than for them. 

They pointed out that, while 
more and more men were asking 
to be excused because of the pres- 
sure of business, the judges still 
could obtain sufficient panels by 
refusing to excuse them except in 
urgent cases. 

Several noted that practical dif- 
ficulties, such as the locking up 
of juries overnight in important 
cases, might weigh against jury 
service for women. One observed 
that he had heard no demand from 
women to serve. 

Andrews, formerly chief of the 
trial division of the Department 
of Justice in Washington before 
his appointment as United States 
attorney here, said ke had tried 
many cases before mixed juries 
and in every instance he believed 
the women jurors had weighed 
the evidence intelligently and im- 
partially. 

Time Favorable. 

“Women serve on juries in a 
number of states,” he observed, 
“and Georgia women are as well 
qualified as those of any other 
state. Now as never before the 
time is favorable for woman ju- 
rors, when so many cases deal 
with violations of wartime regu- 
lations, such as rationing. Women 
have a wide knowledge of these 
regulations and an acute appre- 
ciation of the need for their en- 
forcement.” 

“Jury service is a legislative 
matter,” said Judge Anton L. 
Etheridge, of Fulton superior 
court. “So far as I’m concerned, 
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I've no 
jurors.” 

“It’s a thing women lawyers 
have been working for for several 
years,” said Gertrude Harris, for- 
mer president of the American 
Association of Women Lawyers. 
Women serve on juries in 28 
states and I’ve heard of no dif- 
ficulties in those states that have 
not been surmounted.” 


“We are moving along on all 
lines,” said Judge Hugh M. Dor- 
sey. “Why not in the law? Of 
course juries have to be locked 
up sometimes and _ difficulties 
might develop.” 

“I've no objection to women 
serving on juries,” remarked 
Judges Edgar E. Pomeroy. “I've 
never given the question much 
thought and haven’t heard much 
demand for women to serve.” 

“We can’t have women on 
juries unless the law is amended,” 
said Judge Walter C. Hendrix. 
“So far as the manpower short- 
age is concerned, we have 25,000 
names in the jury box and are 
getting enough men jurors. Wheth- 
er women should serve is another 
question.” 

Under Georgia law, both grand 
and petit jurors are chosen by 
jury commissioners from among’. 
the most experienced, intelligent . 
and upright men.

When a layman asks for ‘iodine’ 
the layman means, and the United 
States Pharmacopoeia expressly 
suggests that he should have what 
the U. S. P. ‘calls Mild Tincture of 
Iodine and the B. P. calls Weak 
Solution of Iodine.” 

If you will explain, Mr. Peavy, 
precisely what you think I should 
correct in that, I’) do my best to 
comply—but you misquote me 
when you say I stated that Mild 
Tincture of Iodine must be dis- 


pensed, We need not quibble 
about that. As you conclude, the 
pharmacist has the moral obliga- 
tion to suggest the mild tincture if 
thecustomer asks for iodine. That’s 
what I tried to show the Pharma- 
copoeia provides Mild Tincture of 
iodine for: and incidentally, it is 
implied if not expressed in the 
Pharmacopoeia that the old stand-

should be reserved for the exclu- 
sive use of physicians and sur- 
geons.

Bruce Moran, governor of the 
Georgia district, said the objective 
will be to enlist the active and 
co-operative support of the 17 or- 
ganizations in the state.

Under the program outlined 
yesterday by Moran and Troy G.

Vinson Urges 


Rene o otiation 


Law Extension 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—() 


Chairman Vinson, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, calling for continuation of 
the war contract renegotiation 
law, introduced today legislation 
to extend its provisions to addi- 
tional agencies, set specific stand- 
ards and provide for judicial AP- 
peals. 


His measure would: 

1. Bring the contract of the 
Agriculture Department and the 
War Shipping Administration un- 


der provisions of the renegotia- 
tion law as well as those of the 
Army, Navy and Maritime Com- 
mission, which now are subject to 


the law for recovery of “excess- 
sive profits.” 

2. Call for the setting of spe- 
cific standards under which con- 
tracts will be negotiated. 

3. Provide for a judicial review 
in the circuit court of appeals 
where contractors are dissatisfied 
with renegotiation decisions. 

4. Require renegotiation offi- 
cials, on request of the contractor, 
to furnish him witha statement of 


findings of facts on which renego- 
tiation decisions were reached. 

5. Bring under renegotiation 
provision pre-Pearl Harbor con- 
tracts with foreign governments 
which were taken over by the 
lend-lease administration. 

As Vinson submitted his meas- 
ure, Representative Maas, Repub- 


lican, Minnesota, proposed to the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee that the renegotiation law be 
eliminated next January 1 and a 
super-tax against excessive profits 
on war contracts be substituted. 

Maas suggested imposition of a 


levy of up to 85 per cent on the 
20 per cent net which industry 
now is allowed to retain (includ- 
ing a 10 per cent postwar re- 
fund) after the present excess 
profits tax is collected. He would 
allow reserves for conversion to 
peacetime production before as- 
sessing the super-lévy. . 
Committee members said they 
would try to end the hearings to- 


morrow.

Agreeing with the broad out- 
line of Baldwin's proposal, Gov- 
ernor Arnall said, “The prison 
system that puts a man away, 
punishes him and returns him to 
the community broken and with 
the meladjustments that made 
him a criminal in the first place, 
is a system that has failed.” 

Warden Joseph E. Sanford, of 
the federal penitentiary here, said 
that while he did not wish to put 
himself in the position of offering 
unsought advice, it was his be- 
lief successful prison work de- 
pended upon adequate training 
and work programs, and the effort 
to rehabilitate the criminal. 

Co-operation. 


He warned, however, that prog- 
ress was not made through any 
one prison agency attempting to 
handle the job alone but through 
co-operation between wardens, 
chaplains, and training experts. 

All three men interested in im- 
proving prison conditions in gen- 
eral, and in Georgia in particular, 
agreed, however, that the evils of 
the sweatbox, the rubber hose and 
the legirons were more costly to 
the citizens of the state than the 
expense of setting up a progres- 
sive and intelligent prison system. 

A special investigating group, 
appointed by Governor Arnall to 
look over prison systems in other 
states in the south in making rec- 
ommendations for the remodeling 
of prisons in Georgia found that 
religious facilities in other states 
far exceeded those afforded Geor- 
gia’s convicts. re

War Material 
Output Highest 
Since April 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—() 
Battle equipment — especially 
arms for invasion—rolled out of 
American war plants last month 
at a rate representing the biggest 
gain since April, the War Produc- 
tion Board reported today, but 
output of warplanes still lagged 
behind schedule. 

In a report so optimistic its 
tone reportedly caused Army 
concern, WPB Chairman Donald 
M. Nelson said “the August show- 
ing indicates that production is 
regaining its momentum” after a 
slow summer. 

The report’s release coincided 
with Nelson’s arrival in London, 
where he is to integrate further 
munitions making of the United 
States and Britain. 

It showed August arms produc- 
tion was up 4 per cent over July. 
With an 11 per cent gain in heavy 
bombers and a 5 per cent increase 
in fighter planes, overall aircraft 
production—7,612 planes—gained 
3 per cent, but remained behind 
schedule because of manpower 
problems and design changes. 

WPB took an optimistic view 
of the plane output, however, be- 
cause the weight and value of new 
aircraft increased 7 per cent over 
July, a figure which the report 
said “dramatizes the trend toward 
heavier models, especially bomb- 


(plane) production 
now has grown to a point where 
interruptions for design 
can be made without 
threatening the flow of planes to 
the fighting fronts,” the report 
said. “When performance in battle 
indicates weaknesses in design... 
it is far better to adjust the de- 
sign and take a temporary loss in 
production than to continue to 
produce planes with known de- 
fects.” 

Nelson said “we are still short 
of current aircraft schedules” and 
insisted “further rapid increases 
in the volume of production and 
further improvement in quality 
are required.” 

During the day, the Senate’s 
Truman War Investigating Com- 
mittee reported that production 
was “very bad” at the Brewster 
Aeronautical Corporation’s plant 
at Johnsville, Pa. Hugh Fulton, 
committee counsel, said frequent 
changes in design were, however, 
a factor in delaying production.

management, Frank Constangy, 
deputy regional administrator of 
the War Manpower Commission 
believes. 

He voiced this opinion, an ad- 
dress at the opening of a per- 
sonnel workshop in Edgewater 
Park, Miss. 

“Nothing government can do 
through compulsion or persuasion 
to solve the manpower problems, 
can begin to compare with what 
industry itself can achieve through 
good industrial relations and good 
management practices,” he said.

‘appointed WMC chief, arrives to 
|assume duties, said he believed

R. B. Mudge, chief industrial 
consultant of the Bureau of Man- 
power Utilization, told the group 
additional manpower equivalent 
to two million men and women 
would be required in the nation 
next year to meet increasing war 
needs and added that the six 
southeastern states represented at 
the conference, would be called 
on for about 250,000 of the addi- 
tional workers. 

The conference to help iron out 
manpower difficulties through a 
co-operative program between em- 
ployers, personnel representatives 
and WMC officials, will continue
